If the war lasts another few 
months, and the probability is that 
it will, the price of wheat and 
other grains is likely to be even 
higher than it is this year, as the 
combatant nations are bound to 
have a much decreased facreage in 
crop. 

This being the case, every farm- 


er would be well advised to break 
all the land he can this fall. When 
wheat is worth a dollar a_ bushel 


and over, and oats forty-five to 
fifty cents, there is big money in 
grain raising, even with a moderate 
crop. 

The early harvest this year gives 
farmers a chance of getting a large 
proportion of land broke. Fall 


ploughing is already commenced, 
and many tarmers are stacking 
their ‘grain so as to have their 


stooks out of the way of the plow. 

This year crops putin on fall and 
spring plowing have only been 
moderately successful, and the 
best results having been obtained 
on summerfallow and irrigated land, 
but a little moisture in the spring 
would have meant fine crops on the 
fall plowing this year. The spring 
moisture this year was below the 
average, and with any luck at all 
there will be a good supply of 
moisture next spring. 

It Canada can supply the wants 
of Britain and other importing 
countries next year, she stands 
every chance of keeping the markets 
thus obtained, and this will result 
in continued prosperity for the 
Domicion as a whole, and especially 
the farming community,

Sorensen and 
Socialism 


Mr Henry Sorensen paid us a 
call on Friday, and stated that he 
had seen a letter from Mr D. F. 
Boissevain in last issue, and he 
regretted that the translation 
which he had given this paper 
was to be looked upon by any- 
body as an influence on party 
politics. He never wished to 
have anything to do 
with any of the three 
political party machines, either 
Liberals, Conservatives, or 
Socialists, but he only meant that 
translation to indicate that we 
were not at war only with the 
German Emperor, but that it 
appeared that the whole German 
nation, irrespective of party polit- 
ics, endorsed the policy of the 
Emperor. He handed us anotn- 
er translation from the Socialist 
paper in Norway, the ‘‘Fremti- 
den.” In winding up Henry said 
that he felt rather proud of 
the country where he was raised 
who procuc:d Socialists of the 
quality which that article indicat- 
ed 


The article mentioned is as fol- 
lows: 


“These are hard times for 
the social democracy. We have 
also losta lot. We believed in 


the powers of the international 
party of socialists to prohioit a 
world war. We believed that 
party was strong enough but we 
thought wrong, the facts show 
this. 

Instead of declaring a strike the 
socialists of one of the powers of 
the world march into the bound- 
ary line, and during these days 
they shoot people dead to their 
best abilities. We wish tobelieve 
that they do so with disgust and 
and reluctantly, and they have 
alone submitted to those who are 
more powerful, It is hard to 
have to admit these facts, but we 
will make no progress by not 
looking the facts in the face. 
It is only correct that our nation 
has declared its neutrality, and it 
is also to be appreciated that a 
mutual pledge has been entered 
with Sweden in this respect, and 
we will live up to our pledg:s, 
both those towards Sweden and 
those regarding our declaration 
of neutrality, Previously we 
could have expected that should 
our neutrality be violated, that the 
international party of socialists 
would have stepped in, but now 
this factor dpes not exist any 
longer. We have then no other 
recoursethan todefend ourneutral- 
with force of arms. We have 
seen that some have stated, that 
this could be done by a ‘‘police- 
force” along the shores. But 
what is to be understood by this? 
Are we to understand that some 
constables are to be placed at cer- 
tain points along the shore to 
shout out to the ships, which 
might approach the shores, that 
thisisa neutralland? ‘his would 
be the act of lunatics. 

We have always upheld the 
rights of a nation to live its own 
life. The international socialists 
have sufficiently often condemned 
the suppressions which certain 
powers are exercising against the 
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small nations. We also will not | 


risk that Norway is to share that 
destiny. When peace is restored 
we will again develop ourselves. 

It woud be unjust if our frac- 
tion in the house of parliament 
were to make difficulties. No- 
body shall afterwards say that the 
socialists made it difficult for 
those upon whom the independ- 
ence of Norway rests.

What Canada Loses by Export of Un. 
manufactured Wood Product 


What the “Made-tn-Canada” policy 
means in a practical way is seen in 
the statisties of the pulp and paper 
Industry as published in the “Journal 
of Commerce” of Montreal a few days 
ago: 

“During the 


calendar year 1913 
Canadian pulp mills consumed 1,109,- 
034 cords of pulp wood valued at 
$7,243,368; during the same year there 
was exported to the United States an 
almost equal quantity of unmanufac- 
tured pulpwood which was valued at 
$7,070,571. This quantity of unmanu- 
factured wood was sufficient to have 
supplied 60 mills of the average size 
operating in Canada in 1918. It would 
have made 1,035,030 tonsa of g~ 

wood pulp, or 517,516 tone of ehema! 
fibre. Ground-wood pulp te warth at 
least $14.00 a ton, which weald give 
$14,490,420 for the value of the pulp 
that could have been made @rem this 
wood by this process. Chemfess fibre

PRESIDENT WILSON 
AND MANUFACTURER 


U.S. First Citizen and Head of the 
Baldwin Locomotive Works Ana- 
lyze Trade Conditions 


“The Daily Iron Trade” of Cleve- 
land, the authoritative organ on all 
matters pertaining to iron and steel, 


published the following editorial 
on June 3rd shortly after Presi- 
dent WUson's interview in which 


he referred to the present trade con- 
ditions in United States as having 
nothing to do with the tariff, 

“The legitimate results of the “fra- 
trade” farili itv, now becoming mani- 
fest throughout the country, seem to 
be surprising the authors of that 
measure. Mr. Underwood has not 
been heard from for several months, 
Senator Simmons still is studying the 
statistics. But Mr. Redfield is just 
as sanguine as ever, for figures, facts 
and concrete instances roll off Mr 
Redfleld’s back like water off a duck. 
President Wilson is now more positive 
than ever that “the tariff has nothing 
to do” with the deepening industrial 
depression which he now admits but 
which he strenuously denied in the 
middle of last January, when The 
Daily Iron Trade first printed its 
“Million Men Idle” article. 

“Brushing away with one sweep of 
hie arm the stuff and fustian cast 
about this iniquitous “free trade” 
law by the Washington politicians, 
Semuei VYeuclain, head of the Baldwin 
Locomotive Works, Philadelphia, laid 
the plain, hard and uncontrovertible 
facts before the bollermakers’ con- 
vention a few days ago. He pointed 
out that since the selling prices of 
iron and steel commodities are being 
carried down to European levels by 
the actual operation of the Simmons-

J. S. DENNIS’S VIEWS 


UFA. Meeting 


Union held 


For a considerable time past a 
number of Dominion Government 
engineers have been going over the 
western section of the C.P.R. 
Irrigation Block, reclassifying the 
land. The work in the Gleichen 
district is now completed, and the 
camp is now working in Strathmore 
district. 

According to an interview with 
Vice-President J. S. Dennis, of the 
C.P.R, published in the Gleichen 
Call, the reclassification sheets for 
that district have been received, 
but we have not heard of any yet 
being issued in Strathmore district. 

The interview with Mr Dennis, 
however, is of interest to all holders 
of irrigated land throughout the 
block. It is as follows: 

‘So soon,” said Mr Dennis, ‘tas 
the reclassifications received 
from the 
pany se t he tarmers 
in the Gleiches advising | 
thein that the copies of the Govern- 
ment re-classification sheets had 
been received and that the com- 
pany was now prepared to draw up 
new contracts in accordance with 
this classification. 

“Where the irrigable area has 
been decreased the contract will be 
amended accordingly. 

“But where the reclassification 
has increased the irrigable area, 
the company will make no change, 
and the contract will be redrawn on 
the old irrigable basis. 

“These notices were sent out be- 
ginning July 5th, so | am satisfied”, 
concluded Mr Dennis, ‘that they 
have long ere this been received by 
the farmers. I regret to have to 
advise you”, he added, ‘'that to 
the present only a few replies have 
been received trom farmers in the 
Gleichen Cistrict”’. 

‘What steps will the company 
now take?"’ we asked. 

“We are now” said Mr Dennis, 
“preparing to send out a second 
letter to these farmers in which we 
call attention to the tact that reply 
has not yet been received from 
them in answer to our first circular 
and that it is impossible for the 
company to say what it is going to 
do until these replies are received, 
and the manner in which the con- 
tracts will be redrawn.
